longed accumulative effect” as a 
tumor inducer. 
"We have no concept of the dos­ 
age of smog required,” he added. 
"But I feel that the amount en­ 
countered during an ordinary siege 
in many cities may be too much ” 
His experiments have all been 
with animals subjected to artifi­ 
cially created smog. 
The pollutant which is the irri­ 
tant causing the cancer, he ex 
plained, is at least one ty pe of 
hy drocarbon in the oxidized state. 
Hy drocarbons are found in auto 
exhausts, industrial emissions and 
in gasoline vapors. 
His conclusions will be the basis 
for new experiments aim ^ at de­ 
tecting which hy drocarbon'is guilty 
and what chemical state it is in 
when it does the damage, he said. 
"We did find the tumor y ield- 
both benig and malignant—to be 
significant” 
among 
a n i m a l s 
breathing smoggy atmosphere cre­ 
ated from gasoline and diesel en­ 
gines and gasoline vapors, he said, 
"In some of the tests the y ield 
was very high.” 
With the exception of cancer, Dr 
Kotin said he and his research 
team found smog had no perma­ 
nent ill effects or the health of 
test animals. 
This contradicts the opinioi# . of 
some scientists that smog dam­ 
ages the respiratory sy stem.

WASHINGTON — Ed CorsI, the immigration ex­ 
pert ou sted for being too enthu siastic abou t his job, 
had a "shadow” planted on bis trail by Scott Mc­ 
Leod, the man chiefly responsible for his ou ster. 
When Corsi w-ent to Eu rope to su rvey refu gee 
condltinn.s, a secu rity policeman named Roy Wade, 
whom Cor.si describes as a "Texas cop," was as­ 
signed to accompany him, presu mably as an assist­ 
ant. 
"I soon learned that Wade was actu ally shadow­ 
ing me everywhere I went," Corsi recalls. "Every 
night Wade w'ou ld write reports to McI.eod on my 
comings and goings and the people 1 talked to, 
as well as what I said to them ." 
At first Corsi was amu sed. 
Bu t the private-eye 
bu siness became irritating when Wade started cen­ 
soring his conversations. On su ch occasions Wade 
wou ld strike a mysteriou s pose, hand to his mou th, 
and whisper: "You can’t talk abou t that.

classified." 
While in West Germany, the detective interru pted 
Corsi with the admonition: "Please, Mr. Corsi, you 
are discu ssing State Department secrets!"
